General drove up Parliament bill in a four- 
in-hand, with postilions and footmen. in 
livery, attended by a plume-tossing, eabre- 
clanking escort of the Dragoon Guarda, 

The salute was fired by a detachment of the 
Ottawa Field Battery at Ne Point,and 
Lord Aberdeen was received in front of the 
Tower entrance by «guard of honor from 
the Governer-General’s Foot Guards, the 
red coated bandsmen of the regiment play- 
~~ God Save the Queen,” 

he Governor-Gereral, who was attended 
by his secretary, Mr. Gordon of Ellon, and 
two of his aides-de-camp, Capt. Kindersley 
and Lieut. Urquhart, all in uniform, 
went to the Senate chamber, and took his 
| place upon the vice-regal throne, surrounded 
by the members of his staff and Sir Joha 
| Thompton and Mr. Mackenzie Bowell’ in 
Windsor uniform. Major-General Herbert 
and hia aide, Capt. Streatfeild, were ‘also 
present in uniform. 

The Governor-General gave the royal 
assent to the hundred and thirty-six bills 

| passed by Parliament during the session, 

SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 

The Governor-Genera! then dismissed 
Parliament with the following speech 
from the throne in English and in

“Honorable Gentlemen of the Senata :

“In bringing toa conclusion this labori- 
ous ton a Parliament, I have to

ee I congratulate you upon the no,able 
fact that the invitation which my Go'ern- 
ment extended to the Governments of the 
other colonies to send representatives to 
Canada to confer on matters affevting their 
mutual interests was so promptly accepted ; 
and that her Majesty's Government also 
enhanced the dignity and usefulness of 
the conference by sending a representative 
to assist atite deliberations. It is confidert- 
ly hoped that the results of the conference 
will be found beneficial to the colonies and 
to the Empire generally, 

* The ratification of the treaty of com- 
merce with France will lead, I hope, to a 
large increase in our exports and an exten. 
sion of friendly relations with that country. 

“T trust that the arduous work which has 
engaged you in: readjusting the duties of 
Castoma will accomplish the desired reault 
of adapting the tariff to the present con. 
ditions of the various classes of our 
population. 

“The statutes of the session will show 
that the laws affecting many public interests 
have been revised and greatly improved by 

our efforts, and I observe that you have 

Tnewies made generous provision for public 

improvements which are designed to increase 
the facilities for travel and transportation 
throughout the country. 

“Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

“I thank you for the liberal provision 
which you have made for the services of the 
current year, 

“Honorable Gentleman of the Senate: 

“Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

“In relieving you from your present du- 
ties, I pray that your labors may be fruit- 
ful of benefit to the country, and that on 
retarning to your homes you will find that 
& generous harvest is about to reward the 
toil of our farmers, and that the blessing of 
Providence has been likewise bestowed 
abundantly on all the other interests of the 
people whom you represent.”

A Fine Large Felime Animal from the 
Snow-Bound Himalayas New in the 
Lenden “Zee” Gardens,—BReared #4 a 
Houscheld Pet tn tndia, 


The ounce, or snow leopard, is one of the 
rarest and most beautiful animals of the 
feline family. The London Zoological 
Gardens have just secured one of these 
animals, It was one of the few interesting 
beasts lacking in the wonderful London 
collection. 

The anow leopard inhabits the mountain- 
ous districts of Central Asia, one of the most 
inaccsssible and least explored parte of the 
globe. The fine animal now at the Gardens 
came from the Western Himalayas. He 
was captured when young by the retainers 
of Thakir Debi Chand, Dhieftain of Gandla, 
in Lahania, and sent as @ present to Mra.

At 11 o’clock in the morning of July 27, 
the day after the attack on the Uh 
transports, which resulted in the sinking 
of the Kow Shing, the Japanese warships 
Takachio and Hiyei made an attack upon 
the Chinese Uhin-Yuen, After a long and 
desperate fight the Japanese vewels were 
beaten off, the Hiyei being disabled and 
rendered hel The Chin-Yuen,though 
badly damaged, succeeded in reaching port 
in safety in company with two ganbeata, 
which took part in the engagement, 
and immediately went inte dry dock for 
repairs after her 


Two DAY's FrORTING, 


Advices from Yashan state that the 
Chinese are strongly entrenched there and 
that repeated attempts have been made by 
the Japanese troops to dislodge them. In 
every instance, however, the attacking 
forces, after hard-fought engagements, 
were repulsed at all points by heavy losses. 
A portion of the Chinese soldiers en 
in these battles were the best troops of the 
northern army of Viceroy Li Hung Chang. 
The Chinese losses were small. 

BRITISHERS WANT TO FIGHT. 

The legations of China and Japan have 
received numerous offers of assistance from 
British army and navy othcers who are de- 
sirous of serving under the flag of one of 
those countries. The two legations are 
conatantly besieged by inventors and pur- 
veyors. 

JAPAN AND PEACE. 

The Japanese sent a note to tho foreign 
representatives here 48 hours before war

An Electric Floor-Planer. 


Applying the lawn-mower principle to 
the making of « planing tool, a Scotch engi- 
neer, Maloolm Sutherland, of Dambarton, 
has designed the rather unique piece of ap- 
paratusshown in the annexed sketch, and 
consisting, in brief, of an electrically driven 
revolving cutter, mounted in a frame on

rollers which by means of handles, can be 
moved about in exactly the same way and 
quite as easily, it is claimed, as the garden 
tool mentioned. The lawn-mower resem- 

blance, in fact, is perfect. The frame, or 
rather base plate, is of steel, and carries 
the cutter on ite under side, while the 
motor is placed on top and drives the cutter 
through intervening gear wheels, giving it 
a speed of 3,000 revolutions per minute. 
The hind roller of the base plate, which fol- 
lows in the cut, ie fit with eccentric. 
journals, so that, by moving a lever, they 
ean be raised or lowered, and the depth of 
cat nicely adjusted. The principal field of 
the machine—the one, in fact, for which it 
was specially designed—is the planing of 
ships’ decks, taking off the pitch and in- 
equalities of the seams of d plank after 
being laid and calked. Chis work haa 
usually to be done in ciroamstances of con- 
porvea, inconvenience and disagreeable.

A despatch from Shenghai, says : ~Fur- 
ther details of the recent naval engagement 
has reached thiscity.

That, however, would ba 
impracticable, and it is not the extinction 
of the credit system we would recommend, 
but ite masterly guidance with a strong 
hand and a clear well-informed head. The 
industrial progress of the last century has 
been chiefly due to the growth and intelli. 
went use of credit, to the facilities which 
have been extended to those who endeavor 
te grow rich by running into debt. The 
development of the confidence of mankind 
in each other and in the future has withou' 
doubt been an excellent thing and a mark 
of civilization and preven. At certain 
times the credit of the community and the 
people amounts to s thousand times more 
than the cash they own or owe, The debter 
classes could atford to have every dollar. in 
cash shipped out of the country much more 
easily than they could to destroy cofidence 
and throw away their credit. Confidence 
and credit are the necessary conditions 
upon which the healthiul:circulation of 
money must at last depend. Competition 
in, or unwise granting of credit, during 
« commercial fever, leads to abuse, 
and by exciting thé cupidity of « 
large majority of the community during an 
era of speculation leads to an almoat univer- 
sal desire to buy om credit and sell at an 
advance, and finally leads to financial de- 
morslization. Then, very often in exac® 
proportion to the apparent gr ty 
which some regard #8 & sequence in the 
conditions that lead to catastrophe, comes 
the trying time during which all at once 
lose confidence, more or leas, in each other.

An Increase on Every Item of the Revenne 
But Two, 


The first quarter of the financial year 
shows an increase on every item of the 
revenue but two, and those two are but of 
sriall importance, saya the London Daily 
News. The Miscellaneous Revenue is leas 
by £157,945, and the ladd tax leas by £25,. 
000, On eight other heads there is a total 
gain on the same quarter of last year of 
£1,054,569, The.net mcrease on the quarter 
* £371,624. Part of this increase is, of 
course, due to new taxation. The new beer 
and spirit duties have been in actual opera 
tion since the resolutions were passed on 


April 16. This accounts for a portion of the 
increase, both in customs and excise but 
not for the whole. The £263,000 more 
custome duties paid and the £300,000 addi- 
tion to the excise are, apart from the in- 
creased duties, encouraging signs of improve- 
ment in the condition of the country. The 
same may be said of the £100,000 increase 
in stamps, for the new estate duty is not 
yet levied. The gain on the income tax ex- 
actly represents what the additional — 
would yield if the whole £2, 160,000 had been 
coliected at 8d. But this is not the case, 
These £2,000,000 represent either that last 
year's arrears were somewhat larger, which 
was probably not the case, or more likely 
that tae total income on which the tax is 
paid has increased. In the postal and tele- 
graph services the gain is not large; £30,000 
in one and £25,000 in another, represent, 
however, a good deal more than the normal 
increase, And show that there is a quiet and 
steady growth of business, These two 
sources of revenue, moreover, unlike ous- 
toma and excise, compare with «a quarter 
in which Post Office and telegraphs were 
almost alone in showing improvement, 
when customs and excise and stamps were 
all moving downward, In the June, Sep- 
tember, and December quarters of last year 
there was constant falling off. That down- 
ward movement has been entirely stopped, 
andthe upward tendency which showed 
iteelf in the last quarter of the financial 
year bas continued during the three montha 
now gone.

The Caaie and némedy as Explained by 
Pref, Fletcher, 

In Bulletin No. 2, 1894, of the Central 
Experimental Farm, just out, Prof, James 
Fletcher deals with potato blights. He 
saya:—** There are few diseases of field 
crops which are the cause of more direct 
loss to the farmers of Canada thanwre the 
two blights which have been aptly named, 
the early blight and the lete blight of 
potato.” These are usually confounded 
under the various names, ‘* Potato rot,” 
**Potato blight,” and “ Potato rust,” but aa 
& matter of tact, although sacmewhat simi- 
lar in general appearance they are very 
diatinet, and are due to the attacks of two 

| ditferent vegetable parasites, Careful ex. 
perimerts have shown that by apraying the 
potato tops five or six times at intervals of 
about two weeks, beginning early in July, 
for the early blight, and at the time the 
rust first appears, for the potato rot, with 
the mixture of sulphite of copperand lime, 
known as the “ Bordeaux mixture,” beth 
of theee injurious diseases can in a large 
manner be controlled. The iate blight, or 
| potato rot, seldom shows iteelf until 
| August.” In looking at this bulletin, Mr. 
| Concoliy, late Canadian immigration agent

OUR EGYPTIAN YEAR. 


The Practical Separation of the Menth, 
and Bays we @we te the ay ptians, 


The division of the year into three bhun- 


dred and sixty-five days and « niga 


comes to us from the Egyptians. So far ae 
history reaches back into the darkness of 
he early ages we are led to believe that the 
dusky brown people by the banks of the 
Nile were the fire: to atudy the motion of 
the sun and stars and make them the meas- 
ure of time. Aod some recent discoveries 


ia Egypt, by careful students, seem to show 


the way in which the early astronomers 
were enabled to count the days in the solar 
year, The great temples on the Nile were 


} built with a long entrance of columns lead 


ing from the river to the interior shrine—a 
kind of tunnel! ; sometimes it was lined with 
sphinxes or huge granite figures. Its 
mouth was turned towards a certain part 
of the heavens where the light of the setting 
sun could enter in itonly ouce a year, i} 
waa either at the summer solstice, when the 
sun was farthest in the north, or at some 
other periodic position of sun or star, 

We may imagine the Egyptian astronom- 
er watching in the inner shrine for the 
opening of new year, =|

the tunnel up to the Holy of Holies ; the 
moment it reached the shrine the phil- 
osopher would mark the hour, and know 
that another year\nad begun. From that 
point ia time he could count day after day, 
nntil, when the three hundred and sixty- 
five days had pasted, once more the red 
beam of light streamed into the tunnel, and 
another year had passedaway. In this wa 
it seems probable that our days were first 
counted and divided. 

Other nations, and even the Greeks and 
Romans, used the moon as their guide, 
and divided the year into lunar montha. 
But it was found, aa time passtd on, that 
_ irregularities crept in; the months no 
onger corresponded to the seasons; April 
became June, and the autumn months 
winter. The Egyptian aun-year was then | 
generally ado fh But even thie was dis. | 
ordered and altered by the ignorance of the 
Roman priests; and at last Julius Cwsar, 
who was fond of astronomy, resolved to 
correct the caleadar; it is his year that we 
now use, and to his friend, the Egyptian 
Sosigenes, we owe our division of time. 
Astronomy was a favorite study with the 
cultivated Romans, and from Egyptian 
Alexandria, the scientific centre of the time, 
they drew their chief masters and books 
on the stars, Cvwsar fixed upon the Ist of 
January as the beginning of his year—a 
season of feasting and joy with the Egyp- 
tians and all modern society, 

Another mode of calculating the days of 
the year in Egypt was by the rising of the 
dog-star, Sirius. This was known as

Egyptian, was in the most civilized period 
the chief deity, and its revolutions the onl 
measure of time, The Pharaohs claimed, 
like the Incas, that they were the children 
of the sun; om the cartouches the sun 
stands « circle at the top, and a goone, the 
symbol of an offspring or son, below it. 
Ra was the parent of the Rameses, the 
chief Egyptian conquerors and builders, 
and their enormous statues still guard the 
banks of the Nile. From the Egyptian 
Ra we have learned to divide time, and the 
New Year's festivities and the more practi- 
cal separation of months and days we owe 
to the active astronomers on the banks of 
the Nile,

afternoon from Capt. Charles Collina’ 
and the four members of the crew shudder 
ed as they bandied it and told of their ter- 
rible fight far cut from the land.

In the 
latter part of the fifteenth centary the 
natural philosopher, Dante (not the poet) 
is anid to have sailed several times over 
Lake Traisymene, in Italy, by means of a 
pair of wings, till in decending too rapidly 
he broke his leg; later still, a smith at 
Sable, France, was able to decend obliquely

Ffeparation:— 4 Brilliant Scene tn the 
Waterieoe Chamber, 

A command performance at Windsor 
Castle is a great event, not only in the lives 
of the artiste who are honored by appear- 
ing at court; bat in the lives of the Royal. 
sities and courtiers themselves, who look 
wpon such a break in the monotony of their 
existence with almost the childish delight 
whieh is cocasioned ip moat English homes 
by private theatricale in thé nursery to 
which ‘father and mother, bigger brothers 
and sisters, and the servanta are biddea at 
Christmas times or om birthdays, writes ® 
correspondent. 

It is generally supposed that the managers 
of these performances are very ill requited 
by the presentation of a merely nominal 
sum. This isnotso, The cheque is a sab- 
stantial one, far more than should cover the 
ordinary expenses of the manager, which 
are very much emaller than those of Her 
Majesty. This would be generally admitted 
by anyone who had the opportanity of wit- 
hessing the preparation of the Castle by the 
army of men who are paid and lodged\ by 
the Queen during the week in which they 
are engaged pulling down pictures, layirtg 
down carpets, erecting the stage and plat- 
form in front, and in transforming the 
various surrounding art galleries into green- 
rooms, dressing-rooms, and arranging for 
the enormons dinners, teas, and champagne 
suppers which are provided by the Queen 
on such occasions, to say nothing of the 
supplying of special trains, carts, and car- 
riages, Some idea of what this all means 
might be gathered by a peep inside the 
walls, where armies of men niay be seen 
carrying sides of castles, like ants, upon 
their backs, and moving away the valuable 
marble statues, Boule cabinets of priceless 
Sevres, and other art treasures, of which 
Windsor Castle is « veritable store house,

STARVATION AND DEATH. 


Labrader Indiass ta Terrible Dictress 
@wing te searcity of Game. 

Awful tales of enffering and distress, of 
starvation and death, amongst the remnant 
of the Indian tribes of Labrador have been 
received by a letter from a Quebeo trader, 
who has sailed down the coast of the gulf 
of St. Lawrence to Mingan, on the Labrador 
coast, one of the headquarters of the Indian 
hunters when they leave the woods to dis- 
pose of the result of their winter's huntand 
to obtain supplies for another season 
Early Jast month when the Quebec trader 
despatched the letter from Mingan there 
had just returned to that place seven fami- 
lies of Montagnais, or mountaineers, who 
left a year ago for the northern shores of 
Hudson bay, the country of the interesting 
but rapidly dwindling Waskonapi trib, 
This remnant of a former mighty race of 
hunters appears to be rapidly sharing the 
fate of the Nascapees, who hant in the 
vicinity of Ungava bay, of whom the 
Canadian exploring party, led by Mr. A. P. 
Low, reported last winter that over 200 of 


them had 
PERISHED FROM HUNGER 

during the season of 1892-3, owing to the 
failure of the chase and of theirvordinary 
source of food supply. The. returning 
Montagnais report t during this very 
last winter so many entire families of the 
Waskonapi died in the woods from starva- 
ticn- that their tribe haa now almost be- 
come extinct.

ORIGIN OF THE DIAMOND. 


The @pinions of Two Seteatiats Whe Bit 
fer em the Question, 


As usual upon disputed pointa, apecula- 
tion has been busy about the origin of the 
diamond, and « number ot theories, all 
more or less probable, have been propound- 
ed to set the matter at rest, The two moat 


reasonable expositions are, perhaps, the 
| explanations put forward by M. Parrot and 
Baron Liebig. \ 

The former scientist, who has laboriously 
investigated the perplexing subject, ia of 
the opinion that the diamond arisea from 
the operation of violent volcanic heat on 
omall particles of carbon contained in the 
rock, or on a substance composed of a large 
proportion of carbon and a smaller quanti- 
ty of hydrogen. 

By this theory, as he conceives, we are 
beat able to account for the cracks and flawa 
#0 often noticed in the gem, and the fre. 
quent ocourrence of included particles of 
black carbonaceous matter. 

Baron Liebig, on the other hand, claims 
the credit of offering a simple explanation 
of the probable process which actually takes 
place in the formation of the diamond. His 
contention is that ecience can point to no 
process capable of accounting for the origin 
and production of diamonds except the 
powers of decay. 

Ifwe suppose decay to proceed in a 
liquid containing carbon and hydrogen, 
then a compound with still more carbon 
must be formed ; and if the compound thus 
formed were itself to undergo further decay, 
the final It,aays this eminent authority, 
must be the.separation of carbon in « cry- 
atalline form, 


Telephone vs, Telegraph. 


“A good many of the railroads are ser.’ 


ioualy considering the use of the telephone 
in place of the telegraph for the tranemis- 


sion of train orders, "said a western railroad 
map. ‘On the Pennsylvania, Lehigh Val- 
ley, and the New York Central telephones 


are now inuse for this purpose between’ 


many of the principal stations, and are 
found to be a great improvement over the 
telegraph. The great difficulty that has 
oppeared to have interposed itself against 
-the use of the telephone for sending train 
orders has been the fact that under such a 
system there remains no written record of 
the ordera tranamitted or received, and 
railroad weployes are not considered infal- 
lible enough for the companies to trust to 
their memories of what they said or what 
they heard. It has been suggested, how- 
ever, that such a record can as easily 
kept when telephones are used when tele- 
phic instruments tick out the despatches. 
he plan ia to have the order written out 
at the plact of sending and then have the 
sender spell out each word, the let- 
ters of which are written will be 
down by the receiver as he hears them at 
the other end. In other words, the letters 
of the message will be spoken instead of 
ticked off, as they are now, by the Morse 
system. I believe that the use of ‘phones 
by railroads, with such a safeguard as that 
I have desciibed,will prevent a great many 
of the errors that now slip into important 
orders and which cause so much delay as 
well aaa considerable number of acci- 
dente,”

Mts Recent Expteration of What ts Called 

the Reef ef the Werla. 

Capt. Hamilton Bower, an Eaglishman 
| baa recently returned from a daring trip of 
exploration in Tibet, the “Roof ef the 
World.” Tibet does not welcome foreign 
explorers, and Capt. Bower's trip was fall 
ot incident. ‘Hie plan waea bold one. He 
made hie final preparations at Leh, in 
Kachmirian Tibet, bat he kept the object 
of his journey a profound apecret. 

(iapt. Bower's Chinese pameport for trav. 
elling in Chinese Turkestan wae of no valae 
in Tibet proper, Capt. Bower's plan wae 
to push forwari inte Tibet without being 
noticed until he had gone too far to tara 
back. He and his companion Dr. Thorold, 
represented themselves aa merchante- on 
their way to Chine, and succeeded in main- 
taining this character among the few no- 
mada whom they met until they reached 
responsible officials within a few marches 
of Lhass. At this point Capt. Bower and 
Dr. Thorold came out in their trae charact- 
ert and refused to be sent back by the way 
they came. The officials did not allow 
them to- proceed to Lhaea iteelf, 

The plan of these explorers involved 
weeks of the hardest travelling through an 
unknown district lying to the north of 
Tibet, of which the maps give only scanty 
detail, They lived for weeks at an eleva. 
tion of from 15,000 to 18,000 feet on a 

lateau known as the Chang. It was thin. 
y. populated, but it abounded in game. 

rom the north of Lhasa they came to low, 
relevations and more pulous districts 
and came out at laston the main Chinese 
trade road through Bethany aud Lithany 
to the Yang-tee-K iang, 

Capt. Bower found the religion of the 
Tibetans # strange worship. in speaking 
of it he says: “In mo country is religion 
so much en evidence. Every man haa a 
praying-wheel in his hand, which he con- 
tinually tarns, even when on horseback, 
“ . Butall this outward show means 
nothing but « gross superstition ; inno way 
do the people regard their religion as beng 
a rule of life inculoating virtue and moral- 
ity ; all they think ie that by observing 
certain rules, benefit—bat they know not 
what benefit—is obtained, and by neglect- 
ing them, calamities—bua they know not 
what calamitieswould ensue,” t. 
Bower thinks that the religions question is 
atthe bottom of the rooted objections of 
the Tibetans to the intrusion ef Ku 
in their country. The lamas objected to 
his entering their monasteries for fear he 
should see the wealth accumulated in them. 
Polandry, if not » part of their religion, is 
sanctified by custom. 

China considera all of Tibet asin some 
sense belonging to ber, and she would un- 
doubtedly cry ** Handa off,” to any other 
power that attempted to invade this coun- 
try. Asa matter of fact, the Chinese reat. 
denta have little real influence, and do very 
much aa the lamas direct.

WHEAT IS CHEAP. 
Sretifvieg Beeaits ‘te Feeding Merk With 
Fate Grain. 


Wheat is about the cheapest grain obtain- 
able at the present time. This ie a peculiar 
ity of the commercial situation which is- 
incomprehensible to many. Wheat has 
always been considered « fitter and intrinei- 
cally & more valuable prodact than other 
grains. While the coarser and cheaper 
gtaine were good enough for beaste, wheat 
wae reserved for man alone. In fact we 
May say only the more advanced peoples 
were permitted to use wheat ae an ordinary 
article of food. In some countries, where 
the population is dense and the masses of 
the people very poor, wheat has been con- 
sidered too costly a commodity to be used 
as food even for man. India, though a con- 
siderable prodacer of wheat, has not been a 
consamer of the product to any extent, the 
grain there having been considered too 
costly to be need aa food for the great mass 
of the population. Thus the Indian farmer 
always sold hie wheat for export and used 
cheaper products for food. Even in some 
countries of Earope, wheat bread has been 

CONSIDERED A LUXURY 


beyond the reach of the common people. 
With theese ideas regarding the valae of 
wheat, it is therefore difficult for people te 
realize that wheatis really « cheaper com- 
modity than the so-called coarse grains. 

The low value of wheat during the last 
two years should lead to a much wider con. 
sumption of the commodity, Those people 
who have been selling their wheat and 
consuming cheaper and coarser cereals, 
should, we fancy, now be induced to con- | 
sume more wheat. Ifthe millions in Europe 
who use only the less palatable and less 
wholesome rye bread, could be educated 
fnto the use of wheat flours, the demand 
for the latter cereal would be vastly im. 
proved, ‘The time would also seem oppor- 
tune for a persistent effort to introduce 
wheat flour into some of the Oriental coun- 
tries where it is notnow known. If even 
the higher classes of China, Japan and some 
other nations could be educated to consume 
wheat as an ordinary article of food, it 
would vastly increase the consumption of 
the cereal. i 

Heretofore, we have said, wheat has been 
considered too coatly a grain to be used as 
vane for _—. Besides the cost, it = 

popularly supposed that wheat,thou 
the toons ot cereal foods for man, was ao 
suitable for the loweranimals. The cheap- 
ness of wheat of late has led to many ex- 
periments in feeding stock with this grain, 
with most gratifying resulta, and many of 
the notions that wheat is too strong or 
otherwise not suited to use as a food for 
stock, are being dispelled. It has been 
found that for feeding hoge especially, 
wheat is 
A VERY VALUABLE GRAINS. 

Sheep and cattle have also been fed to 
advantage with wheat. It has been fre- 

nently shown by experiments made in 
Guna and the United States, that wheat 
can be marketed in the form of beef and 
pork at a much better price than the grain 
is now worth in the markets. It seema 
probable that s great deal of wheat will be 
consumed as feed for live stock in Canada 
and the United States during the next 
year, owing to the short —_ of oats and 
j)corn and the comparatively high prices of 
the two latter grains. In fact it is to the 
;consumption of wheat for feeding stock 
that we look most hopefully for a reduction 
of the large available supplies of the cereal, 
The poor outlook for corn Hy will 
tend to induce farmers to try feeding wheat 
and if wheat is used as largely for feed as 
Low seems probable, it will prove an im- 
portant factor in affecting prices. If the 
present large supply of wheat could be 
reduced to former portions, through 
the use of wheat for Ratae atock, it would 
put the wheat market in better shape than 
it has been for two years. 

Another peculiar feature arising from 
the cheapness of wheat, is the use of wheat 
and wheat flour as an adulterant in com- 
y cheaper than 
wheat — It has resently been 
stated that large quantities of wheat are 
being used as an adulterant hy manufac-

A Youthful Hero. 


La Tribune wee one of the finest frig 
ates in the English navy. She sailed from 
Terbay for Halifax, Nova Scotia, under 
command of Poet-Captain Samuel Barker, 
and after s fast aod pleasant run sighted, 
early one morning, the coast in the vicinity 
of the harbor to which she was bound, It 
wes proposed to lay theship to until e 
pilot could be secured, but the sailing 
master assured the Captain that he had

navigsted vessele many i 
the port,and was perfestly familiar with the 


channel, On this assurance the command 
was given to him, About noon-time the 
thip struck on Thrum Cap Shoals, and 
shortly after this the wind, which had been 
blowing from the southeast, increased to a 
gale. The vessel was at ouce lightened by 
throwing overboard all the guns, and at 
nine o'clock that night, at the height of 
the tide, she was floated off the shoals, but 
with rudder gone and seven feet of water in 
the hold. By heroic exertions the ship was 
kept afloat for an hour, when she lurched 
and rolled once or twice like a dranken 
perton, and went down near a line.of per- 
pendicalar cliffs against which the waves 
broke. More than two hundred and fifty 
human beings were left struggling in the 
sea, some of whom were immediately 
drowned ; others were dashed against the 
rocks to leeward, while about one hundred 
succeeded in prolonging their existence by 
laying hold of the shro- 4s and mounting 
the topmasta, which re — above water 
after the vessel sunk, During the long, 
cold, stormy night that followed many be- 
came exhausted and dropped into the sea, 
About midnight the mainmast, where fift 
persone had found safety, gave way and fel 
over the aide, only about a‘ dozen of the 
crew succeeding in regaining the ship. 

Before morning dawned all but twelve of 
the crew of two hundred and fifty men that 
had manned the veesel afew hours before 
had beenswept away. In the early light 
it was discovered that the vessel had been 
wrecked near the entrance toa fishing- 
place known as Herring Cove, the inhabi- 

ts of which soon ae - the cliffs 
to ityingly and helplessly at the 
pe, aa « a tragedy, and to see the 
few despairing men who yet clung to the 
broken and sweying spars, The wind con- 
tinued to blow heavily. Masses of water 
were torn from the tops of the rushing seas 
and hurled through the rigging of the wreck 
with a force that threatened each momen: 
to knock the seamen into the waves that 
seemed to leap at them only a short dis- 
tance below. Asthe morning passed the 
wind and sea went down a litle, and it 
was pro by the women that their 
husbands should try to reacue the survivors, 
but the fisherman declared that they could 
do nothing in such a frightful sea—that a 
boat could not live init. Shortly after 
this a email dory with a single rower was 
seen to shootout from the cove, and pall 
in the direction of the wreck. Time and: 
again a huge sea would rush down upon the 
frail craft as though to dash it back into 
the cleft in the wall of the rock from which 
it had emerged, then the next moment the 
boat would be swung high on the mighty 
roaring crest, with the fearless rower driv- 
ing it ever on. 

At last he approached so close to one of 
the reeling masts thattwo of the seamen 
dropped into the skiff, then, fearing to 
burden her further, he made his way back 
to the cove, and ran his dory up on the 
beach. Itthen appeared that the brave 
rescuer was a boy of thirteen years, named 
Pierre Leroux, the son of an absent tisher- 
man. As econ as his boat was empty ba 
again shoved offon his errand of rescue; 
but this time he was not permitted to make 
the perilous voyage alone, for the fisher- 
men, stimulated by his conduct, had hur- 
ried to the ehore, manned one of their 
fishing-boats, and put off. On coming up 
with the young hero they took him on 
board, keeping his boat in tow for the use 
of such cf the seamen as could not be car- 
ried in their own dory. In this -way all 
were brought safely asnore;yet just before 
they landed the gale increased with such 
fury that in leas then fifteen minutes after 
the rescue the two remaining maste fell in 
to the sea, and were quickly dashed into 
splinters against the crage. Had it not 
been for the gallant example set by Pierre 
Leroux not aman would have been saved 
from the frigate La Tribune.—)Harper’s 
Young People.
